1. AS ANTICIPATED, GOE FOREIGN MINISTER'S SEPTEMBER 24 
UNGA SPEECH TOOK US TO TASK FOR WHAT GOE CONSIDERS 
"TRANSFORMING INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION INTO AN ELEMENT 
OF PUNISHMENT AND COERCION AGAINST COUNTRIES WHICH, IN 
EXERCISE OF THEIR LEGITIMATE RIGHTS, HAVE IN CONFORMITY 
WITH EXISTING LAWS PROCEEDED TO CAPTURE AND PUNISH 
FISHING BOATS WHICH HAVE ENGAGED IN ILLICIT ACTIVITIES 

IN THEIR JURISDICTIONAL WATERS." 

2. PAREDES' STATEMENT, HOWEVER, AVOIDED SPECIFIC

3. PRESS PLAY ON PAREDES’ STATEMENT HAS BEEN ROUTINE 

AND NON-INFLAMMATORY. LEADING DAILY EL COMERCIO HEADLINED 
FOREIGN MINISTER S EXHORTATION THAT UN RESOLUTIONS BE 
IMPLEMENTED AND BURIES TEXT OF PASSAGE ON 200 MILE PROBLEM 
IN BACK PAGES. FRONT PAGE OF SMALLER BUT INFLUENTIAL 
EL TIEMPO FEATURED PAREDES' DENUNCIATION OF U.S. IN 
SUBSEQUENT EDITORIAL REFERRING TO SPEECH, EL COMERCIO 
REITERATES ECUADOREAN POSITION THAT OUR SANCTIONS 
CONSTITUTE AN INTERVENTION IN INTERNAL AFFAIRS AND A
